Farther east on the Doiran-Varder 
front the first and second line Bulga- 
tian positions have been captured by 
the allies over a ten-mile section. This 
successful operation, according to Mr.

INGUME TAX GOES 
UN WILSON’ SALARY 


And on Salaries of All State 
and Federal Officeholders. 
Some Doubt as to Validity 
of Tax. 


Washington, September 16.—Begin- 
ning consideration of amendments to 
the war revenue bill, the house, in fif- 
teen minutes today, approved the great- 
ly increased normal and surtax rates 
for individuals, estimated to yield 
$1,482,000,000, and defeated every 
change proposed in the draft of this 
bill as prepared by the ways and means 
committee. m 

After a spirited controversy a motion 
to strike out the provisions extending 
income taxation to salaries of the presi- 
dent, federal judges and state, county 
and municipal officeholders was de- 
feated. 

Another controversy developed over 
the provision to tax interest from fu- 
ture issues of state, county and munic- 
ipal bonds, but a final vote was post- 
poned until tomorrow because of lack 
of a quorum. 

An amendment proposed by Repre- 
sentative Hardy, of Texas, democrat, 
to change the basis of calculating 
profits from sales of property held by 
the owner since 1913, also was rejected 
overwhelmingly after Majority Leader 
Kitchin had declared the principle ad- 
vanced would cause a revenue loss of 
$2,000,000,000.

Washington, September 16.—The 
| United States, as’ was fully expected, 
has unconditionally rejected Germany's 
peace feeler. In doing so the govern- 
ment has spoken for all the co-bellig- 
erents. 

Almost immediately after receiving 
the Austrian government’s note from 
the minister from Sweden, Mr. Eken- 
gren, Secretary Lansing tonight issued 
this forma] statement: 

‘Tl am authorized by the presi- 
dent to state that the following 
will be the reply of this govern- 
ment to the Austro-Hungarian note 
proposing an unofficial conference 
of belligerents: 

“"The government of the United 
States feels that there is only one 
reply which it can make to the 
suggestion of the imperial Austro- 
Hungarian government. It has re- 
peatedly and with entire candor 
stated the terms upon which the 
United States would consider and 
can and will entertain no proposal 
for a conference upon a matter 
concerning which it has made its 
position and purpose so plain.’” 

The “No” Came at Once, 

Mr. Lansing’s statement was given 
out within half an houge after he had 
received the Austrian proposal. It 
would have been forthcoming almost 
immediately upon the delivery of the 
Austrian note had it not been found 
necessary in order to avoid the possi- 
bility of grave error to make a care- 
E comparison between the official 
text and that which was received in 
press dispatches last night from Am- 
tian 

Thus, emphasis was added to the dec- 
Baws if any were needed; the quick- 
'ness of the reply, indicating the ex- 
| istence of no shadow of doubt in the 
mind of the administration as to what 


it should be. As soon Mr. Lan- 
sing’s reply can be put in form it will 
be handed to the Swedish minister for 
transmission to Austria.

There has been 
some apprehension in administration 
circles of a combination of great finan- 
cial interests, that know no nationali- 
ty, and fear the destruction of all 
wealth and business by the spread of 
Bolshevik ideas, might in some way be 
behind this movement to bring about a 
peace and terminate the war before it 
had been fought to a clear decision. 

There is no such apprehension on 
the part of the administration of a cat-

Terms Laid Down by Wilson. 
Those terms, referred to in the reply 


dictated today to the Austrian note, 
were clearly set out in President Wil- 
son’s Fourth of July speech at Mount 
Vernon, as follows: 

“1. The destruction of every ar- 
bitrary power anywhere that can 
separately, secretly and of its sin- 
gle choice disturb the peace of the 
world; or, if it cannot be presently 


destroyed, at least its reduction to 
virtual impotence. 


“2. The settlement of every ques- 
tion, whether of territory, of sov- 
ereignty, of economic arrangement, 
of political r@€lationship, upon the 
basis of the free acceptance of 


the basis of the material interest 
Or advantage of any other nation 
or people which may desire a dif- 
ferent settlement for the sake of 
its own exterior influence or mas- 
tery. 

“3. The consent of all nations to 
be governed in their conduct to- 
ward each other by the same prin- 
ciples of, honor and of respect for 
the common law of civilized society 
that govern the individual citizens 
of all modern states in their rela- 
tions with one another; to the end 
that all promises and covenants 
may be sacredly observed, no pri- 
vate plots or conspiracy hatched, 
no selfish injuries wrought with 
impunity, and a mutual trust estab- 
lished upon the handsome founda- 
tion of a mutual respect for right. 

“4. The establishment of an or- 
ganization of a peace which shall 
make it certain that the combined

‘It is incredible that anything can 
come of this proposal.” 

Coming after the recent speech of 
Friedrich won Payer, the German im- 
perial vicé chancellor, Mr. Balfour said: 
“This cynical proposal of ‘the Austrian

AT FEDERAL PRISON| 


Washington, September 16. — The 
death of Karl Buenz, aged manager of 
the Hamburg-American line for the 
United States before the war, yester- 
day, in the Atlanta federal prison, was 
explained today by Attorney General 
Gregory in a statement saying Presi- 
dent Wilson had commuted the sen- 
tence to expire last Friday, but that 
Buenz was too weak to leave the pen- 
itentiary. 

The prison warden informed the at- 
torney general on September 4, said the 
statement, that Buenz was weak, but 
he attributed this to a temporary con- 


dition. The warden explained further 
that the prisoner probably was as well 
off in prison as anywhere else, except 
for natural depressions, 

Steps to obtain his immediate re- 
lease were taken after the warden 
wired September 10 that Buenz’s con- 
dition seemed serious. 

Buenz was committed last April 27, 
to serve eighteen months, after convic- 
tion of conspiracy to defraud the 
United States by sending supplies to 
German warships by Hamburg-Ameri- 
can ships.

They must be in good physical condi- 
tion, of good moral character and be 
graduates of high schools or present an 
acceptable equivalent. 

The woman's committee, Council of 
National Defense, is assisting the Army 
School of Nursing in interesting the 
eligible women in this most necessary 
war service. Though not as wide in 
its appeal as that of the Student Nurse 
Reserve, it is as important. Bewteen 
convalesence and recovery is some- 
times a long period, and the hospitals 
caring for the soldiers during this time 
will be many and large. It will take a 
great many women besides the nurses 
to “man” them so that every invalid 
shall receive his due and full share 
of attention. Single women, not eligi- 
ble to the Student Nurse Reserve, be- 
cause they are over the age limit es- 
tablished for it, of 35, are also wanted 
for hospital assistants, but the appeal 
comes wtih special force to those 
wives of men overseas who are free to 
give this service.

IMPROVE IN SOUTHEAST

Winchell, However, Says More 
Passenger Coaches Are 


Needed. 


Washington, September 16.—-Trans- 
portation conditions in the southeast 
(are improving, but unless more pas- 


‘'senger coaches are supplied lines in 
‘that district soon travel will have to 
be curtailed, Regional Director B. L. 
‘Winchell reported to Director General 
‘McAdoo in a letter made public today. 
Troop movements are overtaxing pas- 
senger equipment, he explained. 

' The report, dated September 3, fo}- 
jlows: 
' “Conditions in the southern region 
‘are somewhat more satisfactory. 

| “Final figures as to the earnings for 
‘July are not in for all lines but those 
ireceived show the following increases: 
| “In gross revenue, $12,442,1 

' “In expenses, $7,557,748. 

| “In net revenue from railroad opefa- 
tion, $4,884,413. 

| “The largest actual increase in net 
‘so far reported is by the Southern 
‘railroad, $2,388,042. The Nashville 
Chattanooga and St. Louis road reports 
more than 200 per cent increase in net 
($549,463). 

“We still have a heavy lumber traf- 
‘fic in sight and can turn it into ear- 
linings as car supply permits One hun- 
‘dred and thirty-five southern mills re- 
‘port as balance of orders on their books 
more than 24,000 carloads unshipped. 
“In order to reduce pressure on our 
‘consolidated city ticket offices, and to 
| better accommodate the traveling 
| public, we have established inexpen- 
sive ticket agencies at the following 
camps: Wadsworth, near 
Greene, near Charlotte; 
| Jackson, near Columbia; Gordon, near 
| Atlanta; Johnston, near Jacksonville,

‘In a general way we have neo con- 
gestion down here; most of our lines 
can handle more business, although 
some are close on power, but I am in- 
sisting upon better engine-miles per 
day. 

*Our principal roads are loading 
more coal] than ever before; they can 
load still more with better return of 
coal cars from connections (which 
' matter is in hand); with some enlarge- 
ment of facilities at a few points of 
restriction (which work is in hand, or 
is being planned) and with better car- 
miles per day, which essential is being 
followed insistently. 

“We must soon have more coaches 
for our regular trains, or lesg travel 
The coach demand for military service 
is overtaxing our southern lines’ pos- 
i sibilities, and the demands for extra 
equipment for regular traina, neces- 
sary to meet the public convenience, 
cannot always be met. 

“The crop prospects generally are

RAILROAD IS ORDERED 
TO BUILD SPUR TRACK 


In a decision handed down Monday 
by the supreme court, in which the 
Fulton county superior court was re-

A short time ago the railroad com- 
mission ordered the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad to construct a spur 
track to connec? its line with the plant 
of the Robert Marble company, which 
the railroad refused to do, stating 
that the commission had no right to 
order the construction of the track for 
private businesa.

THE LATEST PEACE FEELER. 


Germany’s latest appeal for peace, sound- 
ed through servile Austria-Hungary as the 
Berlin mouthpiece, in a crude and bungled 
attempt to conceal its authorship, will be 
treated with the contempt that it deserves. 

It is the camouflaged wail of a despair- 
ing foe who is beginning to realize that he 
and all that he stands for is beaten; and 
yet who is so confident in his own crafti- 
ness as to imagine that he can trick his 
adversary into some semblance of a drawn 
verdict! 

But after a bully has goaded his peace- 
loving neighbor to battle, and when he 
realizes to his surprise that he overrated 
his own power and underestimated that of 
his unwilling adversary, and is down on his 
back receiving his deserts, it is too late for 
him then to cry, “Let’s talk this thing over, 
neighbor; let’s see if we can’t arrive at a 
mutual agreement without further blood- 

shed!” 

“All of the belligerents,’ the abortive 
proposal from Berlin. under a Vienna date 
line, says in effect, “long for peace.” 

Which unquestionably is true. And none 
of the belligerents is more peacefully in- 
clined, or more ardently longing for peace, 
than is the United States. 

But so far as this country is concerned— 
and its sentiment is but the counterpart of 
the sentiment of every one of its war asso- 
ciates—the Austrian peace feeler, like those 
preceding it, will fall on deaf ears. Nobody 
but a Hun sympathizer will pay any atten- 
tion to it. 

When William himself for his crew 
of murderers and pirates, cries, “Hold; 
enough!”—and hands over his blade—the 
blade that has been stained by the blood of 
countless women, children, feeble old men 
and other innocent victims of his almost in- 
credible inhumanities—peace will come! 

But it will come not a moment before 
that time; and then not on his terms. 

Last April President Wilson delivered an 
epochal address in Baltimore, in which he 
uttered the reply of democracy and civiliza- 
tion to the then latest peace feeler from the 
central imperial alliance. 

He went into detail and to some length 
in specifying our war aims and the object- 
ives that must be realized before the anti- 
Prussian belligerents would even give ear 
to a proposal for peace. Those details—in- 
cluding the restoration and indemnification 
of Belgium and the devastated portions of 
the other allied nations; the freedom of the 
seas; autonomy for the Polish and other 
peoples desiring it; the restoration of A)- 
sace and Lorraine to France, etc.—it is not 
necessary here to discuss. The Hun is pain- 
fully familiar with them, and that is enough. 

He epitomized his whole reply, and stated 
precisely and broadly the whole purpose of 
America and its war associates, in one 
sentence— 

“FORCE, FORCE TO THE UTMOST, 
FORCE WITHOUT STINT OR LIMIT, 
THE RIGHTEOUS AND TRIUMPHANT 
FORCE WHICH SHALL MAKE RIGHT 
THE LAW OF THE WORLD, AND CAST 
EVERY SELFISH DOMINION DOWN IN 
THE DUST.” 

Prussia is now feeling the cut of that 
“force!” It sees the inevitable outcome~— 
and that the day is near when our purpose 
will be realized! Hence the cry, “let us 
meet together and talk this thing over!” 

Those words of President Wilson, ac- 
cepted by the European allies as expressive 
of their own sentiments, were uttered at a 
time when the Huns apparently were in the 
ascendant upon the western front. 

Certainly now, with our own and the 
allied forces scoring victory after victory 
every day, with the Hun driven back, back, 
nearer and nearer to his own lair, and with 
complete victory almost in sight of us— 

- Certainly there is no occasion now for

THE MUSIC STUDY CLUB. 


Season admission tickets for the civic 
concert series of musica] entertainments 
booked for Atlanta during the fall and win- 
ter by the Atlanta Music Study club have 
just been put on sale, and the sale should 
be commensurate with the enterprise and 
public service of the organization back of it. 

It is not the Music Study club that stands 
to benefit by the musical treats that it will 
bring to Atlanta, but the Atlanta public. 
The music-lovers of the city, perhaps, will 
receive the greatest immediate enjoyment 
of them; but what benefits one person, or 
one class of people benefits the whole com- 
munity. 

The power for refinement and uplift of 
such a series of concerts often penetrates 
into places whence a responsive chord is 
wholly unexpected; wherever there is ‘a soul 
there is possibility for music to do good! 

Owing to the war, Atlanta has discon- 
tinued her annual grand opera seasons until 
peace returns. 

The Music Study club last year largely 
compensated the musical loss thus entailed 
by bringing to this city a series of concerts 
by artists and artistes of the highest type, 
some of them being among the greatest mu- 
sicians in the world; and what is more to 
the point in a popular sense, at admission 
rates so moderate as to place enjoyment of 
the concerts within the reach of all. 

The policy of the club last year has 
been extended over to cover the forthcom- 
ing fall and winter, the only difference be 
ing that this year there will be more con- 
certs, and some of them on a more elaborate 
scale. 

It is fine for the community that during 
the dark days of war it can have an oppor- 
tunity to hear the songbirds and the music 
masters from other cities and from abroad 
to gladden the community heart and help 
keep the aesthetic senses of the community 
alive. 

For this the community owes its thanks 
and its patronage to the Music Study club of 
Atlanta. \ 


THE SENATE AND CHEESE. 


Recently the United States senate con- 
sumed practically a whole day debating 
whether or not the new agricultural bill 
should contain a provision for an appropria- 
tion “to encourage the making of cottage 
cheese on the farm.” 

Every orator on the floor of the most 
august deliberative body in the world who 


.felt so disposed aired his views upon the 


momentous question of cottage cheese— 
which views, of course, were duly recorded 
in the Congressional Record—just as he had 
a constitutional right to do. And at the 
end of a perfect day of cheese oratory the 
controversial provision was stricken from 
the bill. 

Thus we see what a broad horizon even 
so common and simple a subject as cheese 
presents before the orator who would apply 
his powers to it and debate it to the depths 
of its possibilities. 

Happily, the subject of cottage cheese 
was exhausted in one day in the senate— 
barring, of course, further “debate” when 
the whole measure comes back for confirma- 
tion after conference! 

But there are many other kinds of cheese, 
it must be remembered. There is cheese and 
cheese—cream cheese, skim cheese, whole 
milk cheese; Swiss, Edam, Roqueforte— 
goodness only knows the almost infinite 
varieties of cheese that we must make in 
America if we are to have them at all while 
the war is going on. Even the long-range 
Limburger that we get now is “made in 
America!” 

Some cheese should be “encouraged;” 
others, perhaps, ought to be banned under 
the general statute regulating nuisances. 
But each is entitled to its day, if cottage 
cheese was, and each should afford a lively 
topic for “debate” in the United States 
senate—a body which cannot afford to dis- 
criminate even in the matter of cheese. 

Then, following the precedent set by 
the deliberation on cottage cheese, allowing 
a day of debate to each species of cheese, 
the senate ought to be able to talk from 
now until Christmas—and talk nothing but 
cheese during the whole time! 

And in the meantime our armies abroad, 
beyond peradventure, will have brought 
Neufchatel under allied control, as they al- 
ready have Brie, so that even after the whole 
of the senate’s “working” hours are con- 
sumed there will still be food for “extension 
of remarks” to be embalmed in the Record 
under the “leave to print” prerogative of 
a solon. | 

Yes, indeed, while the country is at war 
the senate can always find plenty of work 
to do! 

And the same applies to the government 
printers and compilers of the Congressional 
Record! .

Why Not Use City’s Houses of 
Worship for School Purposes? 


'‘Mditor Constitution: The federal goy- 
ernment has placed a ban upon the con- 
struction of new buildings during the war, 
excepting, of course, such new structures ag 
may be directly or indirectly for war pur- 
poses, and hence necessary. 

We need every dollar, that might other- 
wise be spent in building construction, to 
help win the war. 

But the federal ban on war-time building 
hits the Atlanta school system a hard blow, 
because it prevents the erection of certain 
proposed school structures that are badly 
needed to accommodate the school children 
of the city. 

Now, of course, since it is impossible for 
the city to go ahead with its school building 
program, other means must be found where- 
by to insure that the children will be ade- 
quately and comfortably houséd while re- 
ceiving instruction during the school year. 

In Atlanta millions of dollars are invest- 
ed in houses of worship—be it said to the. 
city’s credit. 

These fine edifices—these invested mil- 
lions—“work” only one day out of seven, 
They are idle six days of each week. Which 
represents an economic waste that we can- 
not well afford in time of war. We get noth- 
ing from these buildings except on Sunday— 
not even a cent of taxes. 

Every one of our churches and synagogues 
is centrally located, convenient to the peo- 
ple; large, commodious and easily adaptable 
to educational uses. 

Then, why not, in the interests of patriot- 
ism, of education and the welfare of our 
children—why not make use of as many of 
our churches and synagogues as may be 
necessary to serve the purpose of gchoo)- 
houses during the five school days of each 
week, as substitutes for the buildings that 
we need, inténded to build, but which we 
cannot build now until after the war? 

This is merely my suggestion. I would 
like your and the public’s opinion as to its 
feasibility and its practicability.

Major K. B. Ferguson, Royal artillery, of 
the British army, arrived in Atlanta yes- 
terday to take part in the Fourth Liberty 
Loan drive, and is stopping at the Winecoff 
hotel. He will address meetings here and at 
various places in the state, and it is hoped 
that large numbers will gather together to 
hear his experiences of the war, which date 
back to the middle of August, 1914. 

Major Ferguson says he will not talk 
much about the kaiser and the Huns, be- 
cause he considers them loathsome people. 
He prefers to speak about the splendor of 
our own men and those of our allies. He 
has photographs which illustrate the havoo 
and destruction that have been wrought in 
France, Belgium, and all countries where the 
kaiser has been able to set foot. He will tell 
of brave men and boys in the front trenches, 
facing hardships and danger with a per- 
petual smile and unflinching courage. He 
will tell of the men behind the guns; of the 
engineers who make roads, bridges and rail- 
ways; of the flying men, who face danger 
most gayly of all; of the fine people in hos- 
pitals and along the lines of communication, 
without whom the army could not live. He 
will ask us to pay our tribute to the very 
wonderful work of the sailors at sea—work 
so tremendous, yet so little known. 


For the Allies. 


Finally, he will ask the men and women 
of America, who never forget our own men, 
to keep a warm place in our hearts for the 
brave women of ‘England and her daughter 
states, who through four long years of toil 
and mourning have been true to the trust 
that France and the other allies have placed 
in them. Nine hundred thousand killed alone, 
not counting wounded and missing; and cas- 
ualties during the recent German drive in 
March, April and May, amounting to some 
36,000 a week—these losses have tried those

women very hard, but their courage has |

» “They are holding out their arms to wel- 
come your brave soldiers and sailors coming 
across the sea to help them, Stand firm be- 
hind them all, and don’t let your men or 
your allies go under for lack of support from 
you,” is the major’s message as he speaks 
for the Liberty Loan. 

Major Ferguson wears the ribbon of the 
“Old Contemptibles” of 1914, that gallant 
little British army which fought and died 
beside the French and Belgians in August 
and September, 1914. It got its name from an 
imperial order in which the kaiser told his 
troops to walk over “that contemptible Eng- 
lish army.” He joined the Royal artillery 
from Oxford university in 1900. He went out 
to China in 1903, and served on the staff 
there until 1906. He was then three years 
in Gibraltar, after which he returned to 
Great Britain. 

Present at Louvain. 

On the outbreak of the present war he 
was sent as an assistant staff officer to the 
headquarters of the Belgian army, and was 
present with the Belgians during the opera- 
tions around Louvain, Malines and Antwerp. 
Recalled to England, he served on the staff 
of a new division until August,. 1915, when 
he went to the front again and remained 
there, part of the time in command of 
heavy batteries, part of the time on the 
staff, until the end of last year, when he 
was invalided to England suffering from 
trench fever. 

While’ convalescent, Major Ferguson has 
been lent t6 the United States government 
for publicity work, and is giving us an ac- 
count of conditions at the front and among 
the people of Great Britain. He is an en- 
thusiastic believer in the close co-operation 
of Great Britain and the United States for 
the rescue of the stricken nations whom the 
kaiser wants to enslave.

May Be Coincidence, 
But Interesting Fact. 

This may have been a coincidence, but— 

A feature of the recent primary, particu- 
larly ag regards Fulton county, and one 
which has perhaps escaped the notice of a 
large majority of the voters and the people 
generally, is that, notwithstanding a mayor 
and several councilmen were supposed to 
have been formerly chosen upon the issue 
of opposition to the Georgia Railway and 
Power company and its petition for an in- 
crease in rates, those among the candidates 
for the legislature who made this a specific 
issue were defeated. 

The three lawyers who were named by 
the people of Fulton county to represent 
them in the next general assembly refrained 
from any mention whatever of the power 
company in their campaigns. All the defeated 
candidates, on the contrary, made this ques- 
tion one of the strongest planks in their 
platforms, most of them not only opposing 
the power company’s petition, but standing 
for municipal ownership of public utilities. 

In other words, the strong card in the 
city primary did not prove of equal strength 
in Fulton in the state primary. It is peculiar 
how such things sometimes work out. 

The three men who were named for the 
legislature from Fulton are all men of judg- 
ment, and none of them have any trace of a 
connection with the power company. And 
the people probably knew it without the

Three-Cornered Contest 


For President of Senate. 

Speaking about the next assembly, John 
Holder, it is understood, will have no oppo- 
sition for speaker of the house, but there 
will be a spirited contest for president of 
the senate. 

The president of the last senate, Sam L. 
Olive, of Richmond, will stand for re-elec- 
tion. He made his race for another term in 
the senate with that understanding. 

On the other hand, W. D. McNeill, of Bibb, 
who has served in the upper house before, 
will be a candidate for president of the sen- 
ate, as will also J. J, Flynt, of Spalding, who 
has algo served in the senate before, and is 
now chairman of the state democratic ex- 
ecutive committee. 

This three-cornered race will be the most 
interesting feature in Georgia politics next 
year, 1919 being the off election year. 

There is more, perhaps, at stake in this 
than merely acting as presiding officer. For 
instance, the election will be for the term 
expiring with the convening of the legisla- 
ture in June, 1921. In the summer of 1920 
there will be a primary election for United 
States senator. If perchance Governor Dor- 
sey should decide to become a candidate, 
and should be nominated and elected, to take 
office on the 4th of March, 1921, he would 
resign, of course, as governor, and during 
the interim between the date of the resigna- 
tion and the special election to name a suc- 
cessor for the unexpired term, the president 
of the Georgia senate would be the acting 
governor, serving in. full capacity as the 
chief executive, during that interim. Hence 
the next president of the Georgia senate may 
become, for a short time at least, governor 
of Georgia—who knows?

There will be rain in Atlanta and vicin- 
ity today and it will be much cooler, accord-« 
ing to the report from the United States 
weather bureau. Georgia: Fair in south and 
cooler by Tuesday night in north portion; 
Wednesday, fair in north, fair and cooler in 
south portion, according to the report from 
the bureau at Washington. 

Generally clear and comparatively warm 
weather prevails in the southern states, 
without precipitation except small amounts 
at Tampa and Jacksonville, Fla. A some- 
what extended but slight barometric de- 
pression extends from Texas northeastward 
to Missouri, accompanied by cloudy weather 
and rain in the north and northwest, the 
rain area extending south as far as Nashville 
and Oklahoma. 

A new area of high pressure accompanied 
by decidedly colder weather has appeared in 
the northwest. Temperatures as low as freez- 
ing point are reported, and frost occurred 
at St. Paul and North Platte. At St. Lovis 
the temperature had fallen to 56 degrees, at 
Oklahoma to 60 degrees, and conditions are 
favorable for cooler weather throughout the 
south and east within the immediate future. 

It is probable that light rains will occur 
in the northern part of Georgia today, after 
which it will begin to get cooler, with north- 
westerly winds.

These students in the reserve corps 
will no longer be under.the jurisdic- 
tion of their local draft boards, but will 
receive their instructions in this con- 
nection direct from the government. 
They will be subject to call for army 
Serivce at any time, but it has been 
announced that the policy of the mili- 
tary authorities is to keep these young 
men in school insofar as it is practica- 
ble to do so. This year’s freshmen at 
the school will be required to take 
special military instruction to the ex- 
tent of eleven hours per week. The

gers, is the most accurate and reliable. To 
handle eight thousand votes is quite an 
original undertaking. In the handling, no 
matter with what honesty, there is danger 
of loss of ballots and of innocent changes 
and substitutions. 2 The difficufty increases 
each time the ballots are handled, and the 
possibility of loss and innocent substitution 
and changes multiply with each movement 
and handling of the ballots, 

Certainly the first count is just as likely 
to be accurate and fair as any second count. 
The loser would have exactly the same 
claims for another recount as was had for 
the first one. Indeed, he would have a more 
convincing argument furnished by the pos- 
sibility of loss and change and substitutes, 
whether honestly or dishonestly. The very 
act of recounting opens the way for mistakes 
of all sorts and for trickery of every shade. 

The people and the politicians understand 
that. The politicians to carry their plans 
may recount without hesitation, but the 
plain people who want fair play always 
hesitate and decline, unless fraud is speci- 
fied and made clearly to appear. 

In Rome, Ga., Mr. Shropshire and Judge 
Wright contested for judge of the 
superior court. Judge Wright was the win- 
ner by about 14 votes; a recount was de- 
nied. In the senatorial race before the last 
in some twenty or thirty counties from one 
to thirty votes declared the result and not 
a single recount was granted. In the pres- 
ent senatorial race a number of counties 
went by less than 25 votes. Shall there be 
a recount in all of these counties? In every 
election there is a possibility of honest 
mistakes, just as likely to happen on one 
side or the other. If such an error could 
be met by a recount, in which there was 
no possibility of error, nor of fraud or 
trickery, then there might be excuse for a 
recount in all elections, but every man of 
sense knows that there ifs an increased 
probability of error in the second count and 
in addition a wide field for deceit and 
fraud. This is especially so in this case 
since the ballot boxes have already been 
opened. 

Because the first count is more likely to 
be accurate and fair, the people have, in 
absence of specific charge of fraud, accepted 
and acted upon the first count. Any other 
plan would be unsafe, unfair and would 
finally wreck the white primary. 

For these reasons the law not only does 
not permit, but denies the right of re- 
count. The managers must count the bal- 
lots, seal the boxes and put them in the 
custody of the clerk of the superior court, 
where they shall remain unopened, except 
in case of a contest, and even in case of a 
contest only the ballots specifically attack- 
ed can be examined. The remainder of the 
ballots must be left in the box without be- 
ing examined by anyone. 

Judge Hill, if he wishes, may run counter 
to all of this and seek to force himself 
upon the county as a recount judge, but 
he ought to state the facts and not reflect 


upon other people.

That patients and relatives of pa- 
tients who have suffered as the result 
of neglect or incompetence of em- 
ployees of eleemosynary institutions 
may collect damages from the institu- 
tions, was held by the supreme court 
in a decision handed down Monday.

JAPANESE RECOGNITION 
GIVEN CZECHO-SLOVAKS 


Washington, September 16.—Recog- 
nition of the Czecho-Slovak forces as an 
allied and belligerent army against 
Germany and Austro-Hungary and of 
the Czecho-Slovak national council as 
the authority having control over that 
army, has been accorded by the Japa- 
nese government. This action, similar 
to that taken by France, Italy, Great 
Britain and the United States, was an- 
nounced in a declaration issued at To- 
kio, September 9, and made public to- 
day in all countries at war with the 
central powers. 

“The Japanese government,” said the 
note, “has noted with deep sympathy 


and interest the just aspirations of the 
Czecho-Slovak people to exact free and 
independent national existence. These 
aspirations have consciously been made 
manifest in their determined and well- 
organized efforts to arrest the progress 
of the Germanic aggressive policy in 
these circumstances, 

“The Japanese government is happy 
to regard the Czecho-Slovak army as an 
allied and belligerent army waging reg- 
ular warfare against Austria-Hungary 
and Germany, and to recognize the right 
of the Czecho-Slovak council to exercise 
the supreme control over that army. It 
is further prepared to enter into com- 


|munication with the duly authorized 


representatives of the Czecho-Slovak 
national council whenever necessary on 
all matters of mutual] interest to the 
Japanese and Czecho-Slovak forces in 
Siberia.”

GRCUS DETECTIVES. 
HAVE MANY DUTIES 


Ringling Brothers’ Sleuths 
Watch Public Places and 
Show Grounds for Light- 
Fingered Gentry—Veteran. 
Chief at Head of Service. 


Although Friday and Saturday, Sep- 
tember 27 and 28, is circus day, when 
the local show grounds will once again 


become the site of an immense city of 
white tents, housing the wonders of 
the Ringling Brothers’ aggregation, it 
is not probable that any special pre- 
cautions will be taken or warnings is- 
sued by the police relative to the 
proverbial influx of thieves and pick- 
pockets who once made it a practice 
to follow in the wake of the big tented 
institutions. 

From the day they started in the cir- 
cus business, 37 years ago, the Ring- 
ling Brothers have waged a persist- 
ent and relentless war against these 
unwelcome followers. Durine the pres- 
ent season not @ single theft has bee~ 
reported in any one of the many towns 
which the circus has visited. This is 
largely due to the fact that the Ring- 
ling Brothers carry one of the most 
skilled secret service departments in 
the country. It is composed of a c.rps 
of men under the direction of Chief 
John Brice, a veteran detective, known 
in every state in the union for his re- 
markable “camera eye” and his ability 
to never forget the face of a crook. 

Brice and his men: mingle in the 
crowds constantly from the time the 
show arrives and unloads until the last 
train section is ready to depart at 
night. Some of them linger about the 
railroad stations to watch all incoming 
trains or excursions. Others mix with 
the throngs in the downtown streets 
while the parade is passing, and three 
men are constantly on duty at the cir- 
cus grounds, both in and outside the 
tents. The circus detectives work in 
closest co-operation with the local po- 
lice and the moment a suspect is spot- 
ted he is taken into custody and turned 
over to the.city officers. tb requently 
two of the circus detectives precede 
the show, arriving the day before in 
time to take advance precautions. 

Equally relentless has been the Ring- 
ling Brothers’ war against fakers and 
cheap gamblers who have at times at- 
tempted to follow their circus. Al- 
though in the earlier years they could 
not afford to employ a staff of detec- 
tives, the desire to operate a “clean” 
show was ever paramount and the un- 
desirable element long ago learned 
that the Ringling show is a dangerous 
loitering place. Occasionally, even in 
these days, a faker will attempt to fol- 
low the organization, but the moment 
he is discovered by one of the circus 
detectives his departure is extremely 
sudden. 

No mother ever guarded her daugh- 
than the _ circus 
watches over its children. And this 
watchfulness extends from the hun- 
dreds of young people who take part 
in the stupendous spectacle, “In Days 
of Old,” to the performer whose hair 
is tinged with gray. The majority of 
the circus acts are performed by fam!- 
lies and most of these are composed of 
foreigners who have the strictest ideas 
of morality. It is an oft made state- 
ment by those who have studied the 
conditions of modern circus life, that 
no more moral or wholesome class of 
people exists. Most ‘of them were lIit- 
erally born in the profession, their an- 
* tecedents having been circus perform- 
ers for generations back. They are 
proud of their records and they seldom 
desert the circus for other fields of 
endeavor. Most of them have their 
romances right in th wn realm ard 
when they marry re in the busi- 
ness to raise their ren, training 
them in the school va on periods in 
the hope that thev will become grenter 
performers than themselves.
